Of this beautiful specimen of early typography, Dibdin says: “ It will be 
necessary to make the following preliminary observation, chiefly from Panzer. ‘ The 
type with which this impression is executed may be called semi-Gothic, and is rather 
Roman than Gothic. The capital letters are decidedly Roman, and similar to those in 
the Speculum Vincent. Bellovacens; bnt the lower-case letters are by no means so. 

They are also different from the characters which we observe in the Terence, Valerius 
Maximus, and Virgil, and in the Are Predicandi of St. Austin.’ The fount of letter 
aeems new, and is a mixture of that used by Schuzler. Lucas Brandis, and in the 
Soubiaco monastery: being much more elegant than either of the setf of character 
observable in the impressions of the forementioned authors. Panzer assigns the 
volume to the press of Mentelin.” 

Blank spaces have been left for the Greek words, which are filled up in a 
contemporary handwriting. This is one of the few copies issued before the 
“ Explicit liber ethimologiarum Isidori Ispalensis episcopi ” was added.

The * Sermo ad Populum ’ printed by 
Therhoernen in 1470 is generally considered to be the first book having the folios 
numbered, but this book might very well have been anterior to it.

This interesting volume exhibits the same peculiarities of press-work as the 
Augustinus, and may accordingly be assigned to the same date.

This very rare Bible is apparently descril>ed in double by Main and Brunet, and 
the confusion in Brunet will need a great deal of correction. Hain t who is followed by 
Brunet, sets it down as the work of Kichel at Basel, the British Museum catalogue 
find some others give it to Sensenschmidt (no second name mentioned) at Niirnberg. 
Mr. Copinger quietly says “ Niirnberg, Sensenschmidt, or Basel, Richel.” It must, 
remain an unsettled question for the present. Sensenschmidt and Fri.-ner printed, with 
their names , in 1475, a large Latin Bible, the type of which is wholly different from 
this. Richel published at Basel between 1473 and 1477 more than one or two issues of 
his Latin Bible totally different in every respect from this book.—The type used in the 
Bible described above is singularly like the type of the Pantbeologia published by 
Sensenschmidt and Keffer, with their names, in 1473, but it is thicker and slightly 
larger. In fact the l>ook would seem to have been printed from types recast from the 
letters of the Pantbeologia, and thus perceptibly thickened in face.—If it were fair to 
hazard a conjecture, one might say that this is Keffer’s Bible, and that he printed it us 
his first essay towards the establishment of a separate press of his own after the 
accession of Frisner to partnership with Sensenschmidt had changed his position. It 
would, therefore, have been a sort of rival to the Latin Bible printed by Sensenschmidt 
and Frisner in 1475 ; and to Koburger’s first edition printed also in that year. 

The paper-mark is the large eight-petalled roe (which is also found in the paper 
used for tnc Pantbeologia).

the earliest book in which the leaves are numbered. The numeration 
is not correct, as the last leaf which ought to be marked 386 (386 +12 
preliminary = 398 ) is marked ccclxxxx; this being caused by frequent 
irregularities, such as the accidental omission of 7, 8, 9, etc. 

At first sight most people would say that this grand and excess¬ 
ively rare volume was printed by Gunther Zainer at Augsburg. But 
there exist copies (or at least one copy, which is now in the Huth 
library) which have an eighth line, Qeendet seligtichen xu Vim , added 
in the second column of 397a. The superb illustrated volume of 
Boccaccio (De Mulieribus) which Johann Zainer produced at Ulm in 
1473 with his name and the date, is in itself a sufficient proof that his 
press must have been at work for some time; and it is printed in 
a type smaller than we find here in the Decameron. The columns of 
the Decameron are also much ruder in what printers call their 
“ justification.’ 1 On such grounds we may assume that the Decameron 
is probably a year older than the other book ; and as we know it was 
printed at Ulm, it can be assigned to no other press than that of 
Johann Zainer. The type used by Hohenwang was very different, and 
he (although he may have been at some time a xylographer in Ulm) 
appears to have worked at typography only in Augsburg. 

The paper-mark is usually the eight-petalled rose ; but occasion¬ 
ally there is a figure which may be intended for a mitre or a shield.

The printing is less carefnl and regular than that of the Eutropius, 
and the circnmstance that there is no Register in this book, .while each 
of the others has one, leads to a conjecture that the Curtins is the first 
of the three books. One must hesitate, however, before accepting the 
fact as proven, considering the circumstances mentioned below. The 
interrogation marks and the parenthesis-brackets are both found in 
this volume. 

Pomponius Leetus, who edited the text, could not have come into 
contact with Lauer till the early part of 1471, when the former was 
expectiug his release from a cruel three years’ imprisonment, inflicted 
by Paul II. In the edition of Nonius Marcellus published by Lauer, 
without a date but usually referred to 1470, Pomponius mentions that 
the printer had desired him to edit that grammarian’s work. Since 
this statement could not possibly refer to any circumstance before 
1468, the edition of Nonius must be assigned to 1471 as the earliest 
possible date ; and the same reasoning applies to the Quintus Curtius, 
for, so long as Paul II was in health (he died in July, 1471) a Roman 
printer would have been chary in publishing a book bearing his own 
name, and the name of Pomponius, together in its colophon.

This Bible of Bernhard Richel’s is almost 
like a work of Strassburg typography; the angular types resemble 
rather those of Eggesteyn than any others.—The first printer, Berthold, 
had begun to print a Bible some years before, but he never survived 
to finish it. For that reason copies are found of the mixed work of 
Berthold and Bernhard. This can only be explained by supposing 
that Berthold’s stock came at his death into Richers hands, and that the 
latter printed a second volume to complete Berthold’s first one. Richel 
seems to have produced not only that continuation, but also two or 
three Bibles entirely in his own type, the last of them in 1486. 

A particular feature of this Bible is the introduction of printed 
references in very small type on the margins of the Gospels, to serve 
the purpose of a Diatessaron. The woodcut (or metal cut) initials are 
also a striking feature; they are ornamental in character and some of 
them contain heads. 

The paper-mark is usually the bull’s head, but we also find the 
Roman capital D with a rod running upwards and downwards through 
the right vertical line of the upright stem. 

The second copy has. the six leaves of Menardus’s Notitia librorum 
Biblie, given in duplicate. One set is inserted at the end of the 
Psalter, thus making Yol. I seem to contain 232 leaves; the other at 
the end of the Old Testament in Yol.

A grand example of typography, of the utmost rarity. It is 
unmentioned by Hain and there is no copy in the British Museum or 
apparently in the Bodleian Library. It is printed on paper of excellent 
quality, with wide margins. There are no signatures or catchwords. 
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The lower-case type is a large handsome Gothic or rather semi-Gothic, 
the capitals Roman. These letters bear a very great resemblance to 
those of the Latin Bible printed by Ulrich Gering and his associates 
in 1476, but several differences are observable, especially in the capitals. 

At the head of each book are blank spaces, intended to be filled by 
miniatures (two are so filled in this copy). The Latin text is neatly 
written on the magins in sections by a contemporary scribe. 

Its place in the annals of French printing should be very high, as 
it is certainly one of the first books printed in the French language. 

The few bibliographers who have mentioned the book have assigned to 
it dates ranging from 1476 to 1485; but it was undoubtedly not printed 
after 1477, as is testified by a note written in the Seillifere copy by 
a burgess of Lille who bought it in 1477. The probability is that it 
was printed several months before 1477, and if so it disputes with 
Pasquier Bonhomme’s Croniques de France the honour of being the first 
book printed in the French language. Two other books printed by 
the same typographer are known, both without date, viz., a Latin 
edition of Josephus (in the same type as the Valerius Maximus) and 
a French edition of Voragine’s Legenda Aurea. Both these books are 
in the British Museum, but the Valerius Maximus is not in the great 
national collection, a significant indication of its rarity.

The fact that the author’s “ British Miniature Painters and their Works ” was sold out 
before publication, and that copies have reached a premium of more than double the 
published price in the five years that have elapsed since the book was issued, points to an 
appreciation of it which lias led to the preparation of a New and much enlarged work upon the 
subject by the same authority. A great feature of “ British and Foreign Miniature Painters ” 
will be the large number of carefully selected and representative examples which will be 
reproduced in the highest style of Photogravnre art. In addition, the Edition Royale and the 
Edition de Luxe will contain illustrations coloured by hand from the originals , a most important 
and attractive feature in a work dealing with a subject of this nature. 

The remainder of the plates will be rendered by the best method of hand-printed Collotype. 

It will be found that tne work presents a comprehensive treatise upon an Art the history of 
which extends over several centuries, and gives particulars of numerons artists who have 
practised Miniature and Enamel painting in this and other countries. The careers of tho most 
eminent professors of both branches of the art and the leading characteristics of their styles are 
pointed out, and this useful feature of the book comprises a Dictionary of Artists who have 
painted miniatures, references, dates, and other information which should render the book of 
permanent value, not merely to those who take an especial interest in miniatures but to students 
of art and readers generally. Upwards of 1400 names of British, American, and Foreign 
Artists are given.

The earlier history of the brothers Plimer remained quite unknown until it was discovered 
and revealed by Dr. Williamson in his work on Portrait Miniatures, a few detached parts only, 
some of them not strictly accurate, having appeared earlier in Dr. Propert’s “ History of 
Miniature Art.” Dr. Propert wns himself a great admirer of the work of Plimer, and gathered 
together many tine examples of his best miniatures. 

Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan, who owns thirty-two works by Andrew Plimer, including the 
famous series which fetched the record price of several thousand pounds last year, has most kindly 
allowed all the portraits in his possession to be photographed. Others of importance belonging 
to the Dukes of Buccleuch, Portland and Rutland, the Earls of Arrau, Carlisle, Dysart, Ilcheater, 
St. Germans and Wharncliffe and Earl Spencer, and in the cubinets of Lord A her da re, Lord 
Aldenham, Lord Barnard, Lord Currie, Ixm! Hothfield, Lord Llangattock, and Lord Pirbright. 
and in those of Messrs. Drake, Ponsonby, Round, Tomkinson, Salting and Whitehead, and also 
of Princess Hohenlohe, Countess Tolstoy, Miss Kcr and many others are illustrated in these 
pages, together with the whole of the Family collection, none of which has hitherto been 
exhibited or seen. The latter includes a superb group of the artist’s four children and many 
lovely portraits of celebrated ladies. 

The colour plates are on similar lines to those issued by Dr. Williamson in the Privately 
Printed edition of his work on Englehean. They are coloured by baud upon collotypes, and 
painted by clever miniature painters in facsimile of the originals. 

The collotypes are printed from special photographs, by a new process which gives greater 
beanty than has hitherto been obtained. 

The volume is bound in linen specially woven at Lady Margaret Crichton-Stuart’s handloom 
weaving sheds at House of Falkland, Fife, N.B.

Thk Wallace Collection, now permanently located at Hertford House, London, is* 
deservedly the most widely celebrated of all the private collections of Europe. During the 
past century three generations of collectors of the most refined taste and discernment, provided 
with ample fortune, and assisted by experts of unquestioned ability, devoted themselves to 
gathering together the choicest objects that could be obtained from the Art and bric-a-brac 
storehouses of the entire world. 

There is now in course of preparation a series of reproductions of the principal works in the 
collections. 

These Illustrations, which have been selected with great care, include pictures by Boucher, 
Fragonard, Greuze, Lancret, Nattier, Pater, Watteau and De Troy, representing French Art of 
the Eighteenth Century; by Reynolds, Gainsborough, Romney, Hoppner and Lawrence for 
English Art of the same period. Couture, Ziem, Delacroix, Delaroche, Isabey, Corot and

An important 
section will be devoted to the Italian and Spanish Schools. 

The Illustrations consist of two sets of One Hundred Full-page Plates in Photo¬ 
gravure, viz.: Ten full-page plates in the colours of the originals, and Ninety in a uniform 
tint throughout, all printed on Japanese paper, suitably mounted, and accompanied by a full 
descriptive note ; and One hundred prints on India paper, in different tints.
